What was the mystefious fall of bank-notes addressed to one A;C.Clark'e"by York¬ 
shire TV? What is the function of the strange umbrella-topped megalith which 
stood on our television screens each Tuesday night? Is there anybody out there 
(or are the TV audience ratings to be believed)? Mysteries from the files of 
Arthur C.Clarke, author of "2001" and inventor of the communication satellite } now 
in retreat in Sri Lanka. Hands up those who said he should have stayed there!, ; ' 

For thirteen weeks Yorkshire TV has seen fit to beseige us with such intros tc 
their MYSTERIOUS WORLD series - a project on which they have spent an amount of 
money they have asked me not to disclose (but it would keep you in report' forms for 
a few millenia). Was it all worth it? •. ' : - 

Nick Lord, one of the production team, first approached me in July 1979 along' 
with several other paranormal researchers.Peter Warrington and I met with him a 
couple of times prior to the global tour and the filming of the programmes„Arthur,^' 
it seems, was lured frohi his mountain top merely as a figure head to sell the seizes 
to America ^the only way to justify the cost of making it).Over there he is not. just 
a sci-fi writer but a, atar,you see; (I wonder if anyone ever misidentified him a : s 
a UFO??) I remember saying to Nick, "But he doesn't know or care anything about 
these subjects" To whidh I was told, "Don't worry - we will be’‘writing his scripts;.'' 

Of course,’ so far as the public is concerned,Dear Arthur is the expert (as John 
Morris pointed out last month) Mind you he did not even write the b®ok of the series 

himself.,which must say something.Mysteries from the files of Arthur-- S- Clarke is - so 

much old. codswollop, but then I suppose minor considerations like 'source acknow¬ 
ledgment' never enters the media mind (not even a teletext line zipping by in the 
final credits), and mysteries from the files of FSR or FORTEAN TIMES does not sound 
quite so enthralling - does it? 

I have found the series a bit of a bore,with each subject covered so superficially 
in the 25 minutes that.it is little more than an expensive picture show.Arthur's 
'investigations' make the Condon Committee look like the Spannish Inquisition.All 
the burning questions which were ripe for attack lay untouched.I doubt if anyone 
has learnt anythin” from the programmes, except that mysteries exist,, which is hardl^- 
a revealation worth the sum spent on it. 

The UFO programme went out on November 4.A few days before Nick Lord ran< T me up 
to find out what the pictures were they intended to.use (who took them, where etc) 

After 15 months work I was given 2 hours to come up with the dataI (incidentally 
don't think any of that vast sum .spent made' i-ts way towards Warrington - it didn't;) 

"I don't think you will like the programme much," Nick said to me, which was hardly 
the prediction of the century.Even Jeanne Dixon could have made that one'. 

Actually it was not too .bad.Fortunately advice had been listened to and two cases 
of reasonable recommendation (the Jessie Roestenberg and Livingston events) were 
used as convincing evidencd of something . So - one dubious piece of film was shown 
to look like an aircraft. So — Arthur has once been fooled by a weather balloon r So 
- there are logical arguments against UFOs coming from apace.Oddly Arthur had mere 
to say than-he did in most of the other "epics".Yet he said nothing positive^ He 
did not even begin to answer what Jessie or Bob Taylor had experienced.In fact he 
never even posed the questionl and there was me thinking that was the whole point; 

After the pictures and witnesses I, like everyone else,was none- the wisersThere-; 
was no attempt whatsoever to get to grips with the phenomenon.The age old trap war 
fallen into...UFOs are spaceships, so if we argue spaceships are illogical we pro._ 
that UFOs don't exist.Even the witnesses spoke of their UFOs as spaceships with re 
apparant justification.We were not shown one actual expert.Not one sensible idea 
(or even nonsensical idea) was ppt forward about what UFOs might be.We. were left to • 
believe that UFOs might just as well be a Jimmy Carter election, ploy as anything 
else (and we all know what happened to himl) It was totally apathetic(readers may 
chose whether to delete the "a") 
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After the Tunguska comet/meteor/black hole/UFO programme (one of the few which 
was instructive) I asked Nick about public reaction. f, Its not been as big as what 
we expected,We slipped out of the top twenty after the first week," he said."We are 
now trying to find out why** I could have told him - but what was the point? 

It seems to me the biggest mystery of them all hasto be how Yorkshire TV managed- 
to spend so much money doing so little and making so many potentially.mind-boggling

It has become increasingly evident,part¬ 
icular lv in view of the need for direct relationships with MAUFOG (the southern 
network;,that we need a team of administrative people (who will be vested with no 
authority).The purpose of a steering committee would be negotiative,administrative 
(ie to handle NUFON publications etc) and recommendatory (to plan and recommend 
helpful new proposals*for voting f as is the practice,at a full meeting of alk groups) 
This proposal emerges from discussions between NUFOIS and MUFORA (the two aroups 
presently responsible for most NUFON administration).Les Hall and Syd Henley,of the 
former,and Jenny Randles and Peter Warrington, of the latter, have made known their 
willingness to act on such a body.This matter should now go to you (the groups) for 
consideration.Any objections must be raised in writing by January 10,otherwise we 
shall take the concept as acceptable.If there are any dissentors it will go to a 
full vote of all groups at the first opportunity.Any other person willing to help 
such a team may say so, in writing,and their name will be put forward to you all 
for consideration.Such persons must be prepared to take a positive,active role in 
NUFON matters. A secchnd proposal, to be treated by you in the same way, is that as 
from the next NUFON conference (planned for around March 198l) this steering comm¬ 
ittee (along with representatives of the local group responsible) will have the 
task of organisation.In this way it is hoped even better standards may be achieved.

On Saturday November 8 Birmingham University staged a one-day seminar on UFOo’ & 
EXTRATERRESTRIAL LIFE - The facts and arguments.Putting the view forward that the., 
was no evidence came Ian Ridpath,science journalist.author and noted debunker of 
UFOs,On the opposite side of the fence sat Peter Warrington and myself. 

The course attracted about 80 people on a dismal,murky day and the time' passed-- ■ 
quicklv in interesting debate.lt was a pity to see so few ufologists there,A cou-'' 
of MAUF0G groups had travelled north,but asidefrom this and the presence of the 
local group UF0SIS in some numbers,only a handful of MUFORA members and the odd 
UFOIN affiliate made the journey.Why I wonder? This was the perfect opportunity ■ j 
see and challenge the arguments of the "opposition"., yet most shrank away from ; 

Ian Ridpath was off first with a nicely illustrated lj hour paper concentratirv- 
on the search for alien life,He concluded that it ought tm be abundant,but that w- 
have no evidehce for its existence,despite considerable efforts„He then expanded ■ 
from this to show how he thought UFOs could not be extraterrestrial because of x'rr" 
distances involved and the simple physics,Then he argued that all classic UFO caver 
could be shot down with enough investigation and cited the Hill Abduction (whirr- i 
regarded as identified by Phillip Klass as Jupiter) and the Travis Walton case, 
which he said was strongly indicative of a hoax, 

Peter Warrington, in presenting the lj hour reply after lunch, chose not to.. 
challenge these identifications.He and I (working together in a kind of NEWS AT 
TEN partnership where I emphasised the important points with quotes and explanatory 
of supportative research work) decided to show the ambiguity of the evidence,but 
the apnarant presence of a signal in the noise.After discussing the problems of 
UFO evidence (media,witness and investigator bias) and the two-way split between 
objective and subjective phenomena,examples were given.Work‘by Phillips,Vallee„ 
Guerin,Lawaon,Haines and Jung was qouted showing that whilst much of the data wan 
spurious and the rest ambiguous in its interpretation one fact did stand out,A,, 
nhenomenon of some description existed.Even if there was no novel stimulii for J, ii. 
(and that remained a possibility, despite the challenge of some of the best cAsds) 
somethin 7 of scientific interest was going on. **■■■ 

After tea there was a final !§■ hours of open debate.Questions ranged far and’ 
wide,covering most of the expected topics (cover-ups,abductions,ctashed saucers 
etc)lnterestingly only a handful of people claimed to have had a sighting and none 
were other than LOW or MEDIUM definition. 

In summing up lab said,"On Mondays,Wednesdays and Fridays I think its all non-, 
sense,but on other days I think there just might be something ib it!" Jenny and 
Peter reitterated that there ought to be a middle- ground,which they hoped they x 
into.Not .total acceptance of the evidence (per se), nor outright scepticism, but 
an open-minded approach coupled with a careful,almost pessimistic, optimism; 

In the long run it seemed as if the two sides of the battlefield on the platx,.:'- 
were closer together than might be imagined,even though Jenny and Peter affirms' 
their belief that certain cases presently remained unexplained (bg the Peter Day- 
movie film) and Ian said he felt that all cases were potential identified^ in dvr 
course,The gulf which existed seemed to be more between these three together art 
certain elements of the audience - who clung to beliefs which are both urtprovabio 
and impossible to disprove.That is a strange fact of life in the UFO world and 
perhaps an interesting pointer towards the way future research will go,If mere 
ufologists are willing to be honest with themselves and the public and admit tl .... 
they do not know for certain that UFOs represent novel phenomena,then maybe the 
sceptics will become more friendly and arm an arm the two groups can tackle son. 
of the still unanswered questions.

that answer will be. It could well be the end of life on earth as we know it

AN INTERESTING MISIDENTIFICATION MUFORA Investigation by Jenny Randles (8044) 

John Booth, his wife and their two sons (aged 24. and 20) were all witness to a 
phenomenon on November 12 1980 from their home in Birchwood, CheshirecTime 18 c 00 
When first reported to me (via a friend) pn November 14 they claimed the sighting 
was on the Tuesday not Wednesday, but were persuaded later when weather records 
proved this impossible! (This confusion was just two days after the event!) They 
said their oldest son (who is in the army and skilled at aircraft recognition; 
first saw it and brought them to see a pulsing white patch of light through cloud 
It moved across the sky SE-NW, towards St Helens before fading after 15 mins. 
Checks with Manchester Airport and Manchester Weather Centre revealed no explan 
ation except that the big oil refinery at Carrington (8 miles SE) were burning 01 :. 
fuel and this was reflecting from clouds. This was clearly seen by myself just - 
mile from where the Booths were that night.lt was spectacular but was decideiy 
orange or flame coloured and completely stationary.Certainly it did not cover 
180degrees of sky in 15 minutes.lt was later possible to confirm the family did 
see this oil refinery reflecting from clouds,despite their testimony,and a clear 
warning of witness fallability was given,A full report on this important case stud, 
will be published in INVESTIGATION.

The witness is 26 yr old Karn Franck-Nye,an unmarried mother with a young child-
